WERÊ LOST

Seattle, Wash., Jan. 9.-—A special from 
Port Townsent state» that fifty lives were 
lost in the sinking^ of the steamer Clallam 
ill a storm this mprnlngr while crossIng^ 
the straits of Juan de Fuca. The terri- 
bli* fury of the storm was attested by the 
iact that not a wonrnn or child of all 
those on board have lived to tell the tale. 


Word came to Victoria of the Clallam*« 
rredicam ent and a fleet of powerful tugs 
was dlspat^ched to render assistance. The 
ruchard Holyoke was the first to rcach 
the Clallam, which ,^ad by lAis time 
reejicd partly over 'from the Inrush of 
^vater, which had put the engines out of 
eommission. 
The Holyoke succeeded In 
getting a hawser aboard, with which ?he 
fitarttd to tow the Clallam to safety. The 
< 'îalüam took a sudden lurch and those 
rc;nialnlns on board to climb up the siée 
to safety, finally reaching the roof* of the 
Pilot house. 
i W. H. Grimes, of Redmond, Wash., who 
/S\’as aboard the Clallam, bound for Vlcto- 
f ria, telling tlic story of the disaster, said 
that the wether had been rough, but 
there was no suspicion of danger until he 
heard some one come forward inquiring 
about life preservers. 
I^e investigated 
and learned that a port had been stoved 
’ in and that the Clallam was making, wa- 
<er 
rapidly. 
“Boats 
were 
prpq^i^tly 
manned and launched,” said'Grimés, *'and 
women and children and sUeU passengers 
us desired to leave were placed In them, 
I onipctent crews being In charge. 
The 
boats made off from the steamer In safe­ 
ly, but one after another capsized and 
we were helpless to render them assisi- 
Ttnce. 
They simply drowned before our 
eyes. Meantime the crew and passengers 
Tverc busy bailing and trying to stop the 
leak, but without slccess. 
Balling was 
Kept up. however, and soon we were o\!€r-i 
oyed to learn that a big tug had hold -of 
us. The tow boat started and made pret^ 
{y good progress until it became apparent 
;;he was careening under us, and then all 
Hand, w'mit on deck, and as "the ill fated 
packet listed we gradually crawled up on 
!ier exposed side, from whence the brave 
î'ülOlws from the Holyoke re.scued most 
of us." 
. 


The Clallam left Port Townsend for 
Victoria yesterday noon. Within sight 4f 
litr destination a huge sea overwhelmed 
tho .steamer, ;;mashing in her deadlights 
and Hooding her hold with water, extin­ 
guishing the fires beneath her boilers and 
placing her at the mercy of a Jiowling 
gale. All this happened yesterday after­ 
noon. 


Bravely ih t officer« and/crew of the 
helpless hulk worked to save the boat mi^d 
ihose aboard, but in vain. The Clallac^ 
rould not stand the terrific onslaught of 
the seas that raced in mountain high from 
the ocean and just before darkness began 
to fall it was decided to make an attem pt 
to save the passengers at least by the 
boats. 


Two boats were launched. The first con­ 
tained women and children and Captain 
Lawrence and three of the crew. 
The 
boat was overwhelmed six hiradred feet 
from the Clallam and not a hand could, be 
raised to aid those aboard. The second 
boat rowed away into the darkness. On 
board the Clallam men were seen as the 
waves tore them from the boat, but later 
the boat was still afloat. A third boat, 
containing only men, was swamped hi 
launching. 


From that time on members of the crew 
and passengers remaining aboard devoted 
themselves to trying to save the vessel. 
They were about to resign themselves to 
their fate when the Richard Holyoke, one 
of the six tugs which had been sent to 
their rescue from Port Townsend, hove i« 
i^iglit. A line was thrown aboard thé tug 
and with her tow she started for Port 
Townsend. She made fair progress, but 
the hull of the Clallam began to give way 
before terrific assaults òf the wlaves. 


A t 12:30 the Clallam went on h e r beam 
ends and began sinkhtg rapidly. Half àn 
hour later she settled and^thè tow lines 
were cu t^n d the vessel lurclied and4lsap* 
peared beneatli the waves. ^Nearly all of 
those aboard when the tug arrived w elt 
rescued and brought to Seattle to night. . 


Charles C. Bennett, of San Fraiûlsco,;a 
surviving passeng»^-told of the loss of 
the three lifeboat^ Mith all aboàrd.

Berlin,^Jan. 9,—The grand duke of Saxe- 
Altenburg has announced to his .subject» 
that he will give audiences to any of 
them on WednesdaS*« from 10 a.m. to noon 
The only formality is that the names of 
those desirous of being received by the 
grand duke shall be sent to the court 
marshal In afdvance. A considerable flut­ 
ter was caused in the lessers courts of 
Germany when the regent of Coburg and 
Gotha and grand duke of Saxe-Weimer 
adopted public audience days. The older 
aristrocracy disapproved of it, as dimin­ 
ishing the dignity of the sovereign and 
as tending toward republicanism. 
The 
new customs at these courts, however, 
appears to have had no unpleasant conse- 
sequences. 


EMPEROR’S SYMPATHY, 


Vienna, Jan. 9.—Emperor Francis Jo­ 
seph 
conversed at length with 
United 
States Ambassador Storer at a reception 
at the palace Thursday and spoke feel­ 
ingly of the Chicago catastrophe

Bayi»>He Has Never Practiced 
Polyiramyand Has Taken n# 
Oatli^ Inconsistent Wi th His 
Bnties as Senator. 


Washington, Jan. 9.—The response of 
Senator Reed Smoot, of Utah, to charges 
made against him w’ere to day -presented 
t<i the senate committee on privileges and 
elections by Chairman Bowers. Members 
c ' the committee did not go through the 
formality of reading it during the session. 
It was agreed that on Saturday, next at­ 
torneys for Smoot and for the petitioners 
will be heard as to merits of the case as 
already'presented. 


In his answer to the charges against 
him Smooth said ; jbut two charges in the 
protests cither directly or by implication 
couldNeçally affect his right to hold a 
seat in the senate. These two charges are: 


1. That respondent is. a polygamist. 
2. That he is bound by some other oath 
or obligation which Is inconsitent with the 
oath required by the constitution which 
was administered to him before he tools 
h|s seat as senator. 


Both these charges Smoot denies, and 
says he was married the 17th of Septem­ 
ber, 1 ^ , to Alpha May Eldrldge. and she 
is still his wife and t|ie mother of all his 
clilldren. He never had any other wife 
and never cohabltated with any other 
woman.

As to the second charge, Smoot says he 
has never taken any such oath or in any 
way assumed any such obligation. 
He 
himself is bound to obey and uphold the 
constitution and laws 
of 
thé 
Unïteà 
States, including the condition in refer­ 
ence to .polygamy upon which the state 
of Utah was admitted to the union. He 
moves to strike out and eliminate separ­ 
ately from the said protest each and every 
m atter and thing therein contained ex­ 
cept the two charges above mentioned.

Testimony CNBteved at the Hear* 
ing/Fiiimïslied to àil of 
the Senator*» 


Washington, Jan. 9.--Printed copies of 
testimony offered at hearings of the Gen­ 
eral Wood case before the senate, com­ 
mittee on military affalHI- has been fur­ 
nished all senators. It covers 899 printed 
pages. Senators arc digesting tlie testi­ 
mony preparatory to opening;oT a contest 
over Confirmation of Wood's nomination, 
which promises to become one of the most 
notable in the history of the senate. 


Examination of the evidence fails to 
disclose any important testimony having 
specific bearing on charges against Wood 
that has not been published during the 
hearings. 


One m atter made clearer Is the conver­ 
sation regarding Wood’s presence a t the 
battie of San Juan which General W*ilson 
said he had with the president. Wilson 
claimed Wood was not at t|)at battle and 
ttm tahe so informed the-president, then 
governor of New York. This was refuted 
by Secretary Root when he went; on thé 
stand a few days later, who stated that 
Wood not only was a t the battle of Sa^ 
Juan, but th a t his division coinmander 
had reported him for conspicuous bravçry 
and for handling his troops so well that he 
desired to rticbmmend lïlm for promotion. 


Wilson in his testimony also referred to 
a conversation that ho had with Governor 
Roosevelt regarding the presence of Gen­ 
eral Wood a t San Juan. In this conversa­ 
tion Wilson said he Informed the gov­ 
ernor that lit the Spanish w ar W'ood was 
never in but one battle and that was at 
Las Guasimas, where, but for his rescue 
and support by colored troops, he would 
have bften. badly .hatidled, Wilson quoted 
Roosevelt as saying he (Wood) was at 
San Ju an ^ 'Wilson contradicted this state­ 
ment, savng: "You know hc waç in the 
rear looking for ammtmltion." Aocording 
to tho witness, Roosevelt replied: "Yea, 
but do not tell anybody.” 


Sccretarj* Root in ihs testimony referred 
to tills alleged conversation, saying: *Thé 
president Informs me th at General Wilson 
Is mistaken and that no such conversation 
regarding General Wood’s presence à t tbfr 
San Juan fif lit «that day cV|^ took place 
between him and General Wilson

Head Usher Makes Startlinie 
Confesslon—Belatives of Yic^ 
tims Hold Meeting—Statement 
Made by Miss Haley. 


Chicago, Jan. 9—It was discovered 10 
day that; two iron gates, the existence of 
which had not bene known to the public, 
played a deadly part in the destruction of 
life in the ill-fated Iroquois theatre. To 
day George N. Dusenburry, head üsher 
of the theatre, admitted under oath to 
Fire- Inspectpr Fulkerson th at these gate& 
were placed, one across an exit from the 
first balcony*, and another across an exit 
from the second tmlcony. 
Both gates 
were looked securely with padlocks and 
were ^ever, at any performance, unlock­ 
ed until after the second act of the play. 
On the day of the fire the second act had 
not been completed when the catastrophe 
occurred and the gates were still stand­ 
ing. 
They x^ere so strong th at firemen 
were not able to batter them dpwn with 
axes after the fire, and to the the fren­ 
zied people who sought safety through 
those exits they were a>«0lutely Impene­ 
trable. 
He said the gates w*ere kept 
locked upon orders of Powers and Davis, 
managers of the theatre. 


A meeting of relatives of people lost in 
the fire was held this.afternoon to agree 
ui>on concerted dacdtdiodn toward estab­ 
lishing responsibility for the fire, and for 
acomplishing the punishment of people 
who should be found guilty of criminal 
negligence. 
It was held a t the officcof 
A rthur E. Hull,' whose wife and three 
children perished In the fire. A com||ilt- 
tce was appointed to arrange for another 
meeting to held Wednesday evening. Sev­ 
eral speakers a t .the meeting urged tliat 
if tlie coroner’s Jury fixed the responsi­ 
bility of the disaster upon any of the 
city officials they ^o u ld be attacked in 
the civil courts and made responsible for 
Ramages as long as their property shoiUd 
last. • ' 
• . 


. Miss L i^ e Haley, a teacher in the pub­ 
lic schools, created somèthlhg of a sensa­ 
tion'by declaring that many of the public 
schopl buildings are absolutely without 
protection against fire, and that repeated 
protests by teachers and principals had 
pr(]^uced jno result and had not even been 
honored by a reply. 


I t was the sense of the meeting that 
damage suits be instituted against Klaw 
& Erlanger, who represent eastern stock­ 
holders In the theatre, and the manner of 
doing this will be. decided upon a t the 
meeting next < W’cdnesday night. 


Several members of the "Bluebeard” 
company testified at the coroner’s Inquest 
to day, but their evidence did not vary In 
material detail from that which has al­ 
ready been published. 


I'he most important developments was 
contained in the testimony of William 
^y erta, who had charge of a light similar 
to that w'hich Is supposed to: have caused 
the fire. He declared it impossible for a. 
light close to the scenery to ^ hâve catisèd 
the fire, because a Une screen was hèÎd 
before it for the purpose of producing the 
moonlight effect upon the stage. He ad­ 
mitted, however, that 
when 
changing 
screens are carbons were unprotected. 
He did not consider it likely that sparks 
woudl fiy out in such a manner as to 
touch the scenery which was hanging 
above it. and it was above the light thkt 
the Are started.

SEN. QOBDOITDEAD

Ho spent fourteen hours 
with Count ToIstoU He also m et Barfoyir» 
premier of England, President Loubet of 
France, Premier Deucher of Switzerland, 
the cjsar of Russia; Pope Pius X. and 
other notables. He spoke In terms of high 
praise and gratitude of the manner In 
which he had been received and helped 
by Ambassador Choate and all other 
American representatives to whom he ap­ 
plied.^ 


"Switzerland,” he said, "Is far more 
democréitic tlian the U n lt^ States. Pub­ 
lic opinion controls there more quickly 
than anywhere I know.” 


Asked if he favored holding the Demo­ 
cratic natioiml convention hi New York, 
Bryan gave an emphatic negative answ'cr. 
He said: 


"If you people (layc as much moucy as 
you say j-ou have you can afford to go. to 
the; center of the country. 
Yoii have 
been boasting about youf wealth a’nd 'can 
afford to spend.a little of it. *I am op­ 
posed to any extren^ point of the country 
being taken for th§ cóñvcníion." 
: Bryan would npt talk aboiit the plat­ 
form. He said he kpew of nothing that 
should be added. He refused to dldcuss 
the Panama situation, saying he wanted 
to know more about !t. 


A reception was given Bryan at the Vic­ 
toria hotel by a number of prominent men 
of both parties. In a speech Bryan said 
that in all hist ravels abroad he had not 
been in any land where he would wish to 
Jive and to w*ork as here. He spoke In 
terms of highest praise of American min­ 
isters and consuls abroad and^ express*^ 
his unqualified opinon th at “those repre­ 
sentatives are upholding the honor and 
dignity of our country resolutely.*’ 
' 


"I aih. glad that there are^B^publlcans^ 
here,” he said. “A t times 1‘have talked 
to Republicans with some vehemence, but 
I did it for their own good.^ I do not w aht 
my i>ar^ to. fl^ih any tj^ tw rary advan­ 
tage,, but only a permanent advantage^ 
^ d a ^ adVantagO that. eháU be for the 
good of every tody.’ And if our bplnlohis' 
are not always the same, we can agree 
on one point, that the thing to^be sought 
is not merely the question of the pocket- 
book to day, but of development of the 
nation. I can meet all parties and let each 
offer what is best, and if others offer w hat 
is to tter I shall gladly rejoice that they 
have triumphed over me.”

“The Carnation League of Ameri­ 
ca,” instituted as an annual memor­ 
ial to the late President William 
McKinley and dedicated to national 
patriotism, is a fixed institution and 
insures a perennial observance of 
Jan. 29, the anniversary of liis birth, 
as “McKinley Day.” To wear the 
late president’s favorite flower, the 
carnation, in the lapel of the coat, in 
the hair or at the throat, in silent 
memory of a departed public servant, 
is what is contemplated by this move­ 
ment, in which tlie young old of both 
sexes can have part, 


The custom was first observed on 
Jan. 29,1903, with the greatest unan­ 
imity throughout the country, and 
by Americans all over the world. It 
is a simple, inexpensive act and full 
of patriotic sentiment. All through 
Mr. McKinley’s life, both public and 
private, there ran a distinct vein of 
sentiment, and a memorial of this 
sort is, therefore, peculiarly appro­ 
priate to him.

Mcdora. ‘Jan. fJ.—A sensation has been 
created at Rockbridge, a village north o f 
tbis city, by tlie report from Waco; Tex., 
o f the deathbed, confession of Mrs.,Nancy 
Brown, wife of .» resident o f that city, 
in which she is said to have declared her­ 
self the murderer of Jacob ««ley, who was 
foubH dead m his office with two bullet 
holes in Ais head on SGpt. 11, 1SK. Keeley 
resided in Rockbridge, where he was in 
the drug business.- 


Following the crime, which was one of 
the most cold-blooded in .the history of 
Greene county, an arrest was made, but 
as there was no incriminating evidence 
against the suspect he was released. Since 
that time suspicion, has rested upon cer­ 
tain citizens of prominence and the name 
of Mrs. Brown also has been connected 
with the tragedy. Tho prediction made a 
few . years after the murder that Mrs. 
JSrown either killed Keeley or knew who 
the guilty person was is now generally 
believed in Rockbridge. ' 


lveeley was associated in the drug busi­ 
ness with Dr. A. E. Miller in Rockbridge, 
and was arespected citizen. 
Difficulties 
arose between him and his wife and for 
several years, it is claimed, the relations 
btween them were most unhappy. While 
seated at his desk in his office at midnight 
be was killed, tho assailant. firing two 
bullets from a revolver. No one was at­ 
tracted to the scene. 


Mrs. Keeley, alarmed at the prolonged 
absence of her husband, set out to learn 
of his whereabouts. The door of the drug 
store was found open. 
She 
proceeded 
further and discovered the lifeless body of 
her husband lying on the floor in the rear 
of the establishment. 


At the time of the tragedy Miss Nancy 
Clark, a sister of Mrs. Keeley, was. visit­ 
ing in the city. Miss Clark was a mem­ 
ber of a prominent family and was popu­ 
lar in society.

Dr Edward Bedloe, the well known 
orientalist who recently returned to 
Washington from Japan, where he. in 
refftigated the silk culfiire with special 
reference to its introduction an^ propa 
gation in the United States, says; 


“The people of the United States con 
0ume practically halii of the world’s 
silk output, and it means an enormous 
gain to us if we can keep this money in 
%he countiy. We have made a few at­ 
tempts in a sipall way to grow silk, 
but it is well worth the greatest effort 
We have not yet tried seriously. W’e 
want to give our home farmers and 
manufacturers the benefit of that im­ 
mense trade If we can, and we are the 
people to do it. 
^ 
^ 


*ln the middle and southern states 
and on the Pacific slope we have all 
the most favorable varieties of climate 
and soil—in fact, we have conditions 
far superior to the rest of the world 
for growing the mulberry and cultivat- 
ing all the best species of silkworm by 
the best methods. 


/‘The early settlers of Pennsylvania 
and other of the original states gave 
much attention to silk ^ culture, but 
other pursuits have rather crowded It 
out. Now, by the aid of the govern­ 
ment the Industry is being revived in 
•evferal S^tions of the counti^. 
Re­ 
sults of careful and systematic experi­ 
ments, conducted on the most practical 
and scientific basis by the department 
of agriculture, have demonstrated <the 
possibilities and given some tangible 
idea of profits to the American farmer. 


“A family can make more money In 
eight %veeks in silk culture than the 
same family would make in a whole 
year by raising a crop of cotton. The 
farmer may still have the cotton crop 
and add the silk to it without incon­ 
venience. One does not interfere with 
the other. Mulberry trees, the leaves 
of wfeich form the natural and only 
food of the silkworms, can be grown 
along the fences of the cotton fields and 
in odd corners of the farm to provide 
for the •worms. There is Involved no 
great outlay for plant or stock for the 
production of raw silk. 
* 


. “It is a business in which the farmer 
c|f limited means may engage as well 
as his wealthy neighbor, and there is 
no practical possibility of market 
prices ever coming down .so as to cut 
profits close. »There Is always a very 
ample margin, more than in most crops. 
Moreover, the silk industry can be 
made a, side issue, as It were, to be at­ 
tended to by the wUe and cbildreh, like 
the poultry rearing.** 


During Mr. Bedloe’s stay in Yoko­ 
hama the Japan Gazette published an 
article in reference to his visit and In­ 
vestigation, of which the following is 
an Extract: 


“There is at present a movement In 
tbe United States to compete with Ja­ 
pan iH silk culture, which is one of the 
pilncipar purees of this coiintiy’s rev­ 
enue. . Ajp^^ 
Is a wealthy <»uht^ 
to have a rival In anything and has 
staowii raffldent ^ 
to materially 
affect, some of tne big industries of 
Great Britaid. 
“ There was a time when the United 
States had to depeiid'‘chiefly on Great 
j^ritain for iron and steel and many 
other manufactured goo^s, but the vig­ 
orous protectionist policy of the Amer­ 
icans has made a vast change. 


Some of the southern states have 
for years competed in the rice growing 
business, and America bids fair to at- 
tkin in CQurse of time a position of pre-^ 
dominance in that as in corn and flour. 


“11 now she is to do the same w4th 
silk It w-ill be a far more serious mat­ 
ter to Japan than the absolute loss of 
•Korea could be. It would not profit 
Japan to doniihate half the teiritory of 
A?*a and lose all her trade. S^r silk 
.is niore to her than her continental am^ 
bitions. The menace of her staple in­ 
dustry is a greater danger than the 
Russian.**
